"should revolutionize thinking about the JFK assassination." In notifying me, the president 
said the trustees had boteu for it "enthusiastically and unanimously." The award i3 not 
until August and the college lias mado no announcement of it. 

Heading Tin Phelps' excellent "Capitol Games" I find in it, implicitly and I think 
solidly, what lie to the point I'Ve reached does not articulate and is explicit in all my

work, that tlio institutions failed. This is, in fact, the thrust of my assassinations

work, shoeing with evidence, not a single conjecture, that in those times of great stress 
and over since then all of society's institutions failed. In establishing this I've

And 
before I could file the first of tlieso suits I'd suffered the first of the venous thrombos- 
es that have been followed by a number of other serious medical problems and surgeries two 
of which I was not expected to survive. 

But I'ejl 00, fragile and still active, even if I have trouble using the stairs to the 
basement wlierc all these records are, the onjiy place I liave for htem. 

Once when Dave phoned when IicKnight was hero and ww were talking about the possibility 
of and the problems with getting this book published I'd said it will have problems because 
it is a tough bo d:. Hrono said he wanted to amend i/L, and ho said it is "unprecedented." I 
think h’ was sponging as the liistorian he is. I believe it is the most definitive work on 
any of our assassination, and it is thoroughly documented.

idiom I tool: a deal by the publication that* sent inc to liim for liim to 
more tluui 100 intornati onal rejections for the book tliat without my doing it was runner- 
up isc: for the rtf^teiy- writers award of 1 %G- and it is non-fiction! It is a book that 
remains th basic work in the fiied and about which I still cet the most glowing prqises 
from strangers. A book in wliich, controversial a3 it is, nobody lias yet shown a factual 
error, even an insignificant one. I all myi'OToks, not a single person wrote or phoned to 
complain tliat I had treated him unfaiily. 

Despite feebleness and fragility -'I hemorrhage subcontaneously with slight contact - 
and perhaps you* 11 think this is boasting but I do not intend it tliat way - I wrote this 
large draft, and it is nonfiction and documented, is less that six months, blew Wrone'o 
mind wiien I sunt him 30,000 words some weeks. But this is a representation of my subject- 
matter knowledge. ®n ond lawsuit the DJ's pretended answer to my charging the FBI with 
perjury, myself under oath to make me also subject to the penalities of perjury, was tliat 
I could undoubtedly make and prove such charges endlessly because I know more about the 
JFK assassination than anyone in the employ of the FBI. 

The publisher is a small bno and thi3 bool: complicates his life. I have no reason to 
boliovo tliat he wiljiioko any real effort to promote and advertise it and I am not able to 
travel to do tliat myself, any travel i3 a liarard for mo. Fibr that reason I've not driven 

out of Frederick since 1977. When I go to Johns ^opkins, which I've done rather frequently,

the last time* last week and the ne::£ dry after tomorrow, I f m driven. And the trip alone 
tires me. I can^t complicate the .ublicher* s life even more and I do not intend to. I'm 
telling only one reporter other than you about it, George Gardner. VJe liave known each other 
for 25 years. 

Aside from the many significances I see in tliis book, I believe it does liave news 
in it. Whether or not you can get here, which we'd like, I intend to ask the publisher to 
give you a copy when they distribute review copies, with wi&tevev deadline they may affix. 

I can&t disclose any of tlio content on my own. I have to leave tliat up to them. But in 
confidence I tell you tliat it cliarges and proves one conspiracy and make a prima facie 
case out for another, both governmental, and douments them I tliink thoroughly. 

The field lias been p 'o-empted by the would-be Perry reasons but they arc really com- 
. iercialiaer3 and exploiters to whom fact is strange and the:; all theorize conspiracies uitli- 
ut ever proving them. Tough compete on and they have corrupted the public mind and pro- 
tected the official miscreants.
